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DETAILED ACTION 

Note: This is in response to an amendment filed 06/22/2007. 

Election/Restrictions 
1 . Newly submitted claim 76 directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Applicants confirm the 
election of the species of figures 1-4 and 9 on 07/14/2007. It is noted that the examiner 
finding claims 1-17, 19, 20, 22-26, and 63-66 read on elected species of figures 1-4 and 
9. As a result, the examiner properly withdrew claims 18, 21, 27-62, and 67-75 from 
consideration as being drawn to a non-elected invention. Applicant has now added new 
independent claim 76 and amended claims 1-75 to depend from new added 
independent claim 76 which drawn to non-elected figure 7. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claim 76 is withdrawn from consideration as 
being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-17, 19, 20, 22-26, and 63-66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Stinson et al. (U.S. 6,340,367). 
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Note in figures 1-5, a polymer wire (14) extending spirally in a first direction about 
a longitudinal axis of the expandable stent (10) and metal wire (16) extending 
spirally in a second direction about direction about the longitudinal axis, wherein 
the second direction being counter to the first direction and furthermore, wherein 
the Stinson et al described the materials formed of metal wire (16) and polymer 
wire (14) (see col. 3, line 60 through col. 4, line 27 and col. 7, line 65 through col. 
9, line 55). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 06/22/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The Examiner disagrees with Applicant's remarks and has maintained 
the grounds of rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by Stinson et al. 
(U.S. 6,340,367) for the reasons as set forth in the above rejection and previous office 
action as stated.
